Eucalypt canopy 
and bracken; no middle storey. Plants in flower were 
Baekea ramosissima, Epacris impressa, Leucopogon -n 
collinus, Pimelia linifolia. Acacia dealbata, Acacls 
melanoxylon, Casuarina monolifera, Acacia verticill* 
ata^Tetratheca glandulosa, and introduced gorse. 

The clay areaijwas more open, covered with 
grasses and Sagg, and quite a few cranberry bushes.
